Co-operation ‘Ih Politics 
Predicted 


The following article is an inter- 
esting prediction as to the solution 
of the political situation, by an inde- 
pendent, but close student of politi- 


, cal matters:— 


The result of the Ontario elections 
held recently have aroused Domirfion- 
wide interest. Much conjecture pre- 
vails as to the ultimate outcome of 
the groups of parties elected which 
will necessitate a re-alignment politi- 
cally before a stable Government can 
be formed. 

The success of the Farmers’ party, 


wh Dy y secured wee 
group numerically, at once puts that 
party in a leading position and en- 
tails upon its members, important re- 
sponsibilities of govesmment. There 
should be no valid reason why. that 
party should not call to its aid sup- 
port from other groups, and organ- 
ize a Government to carry on the 
affairs of the Province. There is no 
great gulf, for-instance, between the 
views of the average Farmer mem- 
ber for a mixed rural and small town 
constituency, and the Liberal mem- 
ber for’a similarly comprised riding. 
The Provincial Legislature is a mag- 
nified county council, and, aside from 
extreme or faddist members, suffici- 
ent unity to carry on a stable pro- 
gressive Government should not be 
difficult to secure, 

One feature, however, that may 
tend to prevent getting together on 
the part of the Libera] and Farmer 
members was the attitude assumed 
during the contest by Hartley Dew- 
art, K.C., the Liberal leader. There 
was no justification for his attacks 
on the Farmer candidates. They had 
every right to run, They practically 
and in principle represented Liberal 
and democratic viewpoints, and the 
results at the polls indicated that the 
people upheld their entrance into the 
political field. In these circumstan- 
ces it was folly to divide the Liberal 
groups and to create division as be- 
tween them, 


Following the Ontario results, and 
of more particular interest in the 
| West, is the result of the Federal by- 
jelection in Assiniboia constituency, 
where Hon. W. R. Motherwell was 
overwhelmingly defeated by O. R. 
Gould, the Grain Growers’ candidate. 

These contests should serve as a 
warning to those sificerely in favor 
of a policy of reform and fair taxa- 
tion, low tariff and progressive gov- 
ernment, of the lack of wisdom dis- 
played in dividing the forces of those 
who are united in main principles, 
In Assiniboia, Mr. Gould has for 
yedrs been an active supporter of the 
same principles and policies as those 
contended for and upheld by Mr, Mo- 
therwell. During the past ten years 
Mr. Gould’ supported and actively 
campaigned in behalf of the Provin- 
cial Government of Saskatchewan, of 
which Mr. Motherwell was a mem- 
ber, In 1911, Mr. Gould was an ard- 
ent supporter of Reciprocity, of 
which, also, Mr. Motherwell was a 
foremost exponent. For these reas- 
ons alone Mr. Motherwell’s action in 
opposing him was not justified, but 
even had Mr. Gould been previously 
a Conservative, and had changed his 
views to conform to Liberal senti- 
ments, the defeated candidate would 
still have been wrong in contesting 
the seat in view of the strong public 
sentiment which existed favoring the 
Grain Growers’ policy and political 
movement, 

The ‘strength and showing of the 
United Farmers’ movement in the 


East came as a surprise to all. | 
' 


the Prairie “Provinces the party is 
now thoroughly organized, and has 
had greater experience in political 
affairs, and bids fair to make every 
bit as great, if not a greater, show- 
ing than in the East. In these cir- 
cumstances, therefore, what folly it 
is to divide the forces in the West 
largely because a very small minor- 
ity of old-time Liberals will not, for 
purely partizan reasons, co-operate 
with the really Liberal Grain Grow- 
lers’ party. There are small groups 
\of these old-time partizans in. the 
; East and West, who, largely for per- 
sonal reasons, and principally because 
they cannot control and direct the 
new forces, refuse to co-operate. The

The overwhelming mass of Liber- 
als and Farmers in the West see eye 
to eye on main principles. Their 
forces should not be divided. Co- 
operation and harmony in political 
action is plain common sense if re- 
sults are to be achieved. THe Prairie 
Province Provinclal Governments and 
the great majority of the members 
of the Legislatures realize the facts 
and heartily approve of united ac- 
tion. They realize that in three- 
cornered contests the reactionary 


forces may win out, since division of|* 


Liberal support ensures domination 
by the interests of Privilege... 

The platform and aims advocated 
by the farmers are essentially Lib- 
eral. The majority of the better class 
and intelligent farmers of Canada 
are Liberal in their views. At pres- 
ent the farmers’, or Grain Growers’, 
wing of Liberalism is in the ascend- 
{ath and should receive the undivided 
support of sane Liberals. Since that 
element of Liberalism is in the ma- 
jority, they have the right to assume 
a certain measure of control and lea> 
dership, But they are fair and reas- 
onable and desire co-operation and 
support. There should, therefore, be 
no division, and the personal views 
of thé few Liberal reactionaries

RETURNS 
IS 127 


At 2 o-clock on Thursday afternoon 
Nov. 13, Alec Moore was officially declar- 
ed elecded in the Cochrane by-election 
by a majority of 127 votes. The declar- 
ation was made by Alexander W.Gordon; 
the returning officer. According to the 
original reports from polling sub-divisions 
on the day of the election Mr. Moore’s 
majority was 145, butthe report from one 
sub-division was in error, and there was 
a number of disputed ballots. All told 34 
ballots were rejected. The only actual 
changes in the figures as compared with 
those published on the day of the elect- 
ion relate to No. 2 poll, Crossfield, to No, 
12 poll, Compbell’s house, and No. 14 
poll, Westbrook. The number of votes 
cast for Mr. Thomson at Crossfield was 
originally 127. This did not include three 
disputed ballots, to the admission of 
which objection was afterwards with- 
drawn. Mr. Moore’s majority at No. 12 
poll was reported as 31; actually it was 
18. He recieved 59 votes at No. 14 poll, 
instead of 61, a8 originallp reported.
